garding the advance Of civilization in 
that far-off land. 


Tbe Puegans now have glass heads 


to their arrows, and they obtain the 
glass from broken whisky bottles. 


The beer bottle has been called the 


"entering wedge of civilization" be- 
cause, into whatever wilderness the 
white man explorer penetrated, he 
!•' ft behind him empty beer bottles. 
But in the rigorous climate of Tk-rra 
del Fuego. the whisky bottie 
to have taken the place of the beer 
bottle, and the "entering wedge" is 
tbe wedge of glass with which the na- 
tives tip their arrows. 


This wedge does not seem to split 


very deep as far as civilization is con- 
cerned, for the Fuegians cling with 
tenacity to their savage customs. 


They live in little, low, dome-like 


wiirs'sass' somewhat resembling 
in 


shape those of the Eskimo, and sub- 
sist, upon seals, fish and cormorants. 
The latter they catch by the legs when 
the birds are asleep. 


They are too iazy to cook their 


fOud, aaO so generally eat it 
raw. 


though they prefer it cooked. 


They wear little or no clothing. CT- 


cept a coatinp of dirt, and thty do not 
live to a great ase, thereby disproving 
the old maxim that only the good die 
young. 


Morals they have nose. The coast 


of Tirrra del Fuego is frequented by 
seal hunters, and it is largely from 
them that the natives get the whisky 
bottles from which, after drinking up 
the contents, they fashion their arrow 
heads. 


They also obtain whisky from 


settlements on the straits of Magel- 
lan, and will even work for a bottle of 
the fiery stuff, something they would 
<io for no other consideration, oa earth. 


The Fuegans often have 
trouble 


with the seal hunters, and Jet fly at 
them their whisky-bottle fjpped ar- 
rows, which is a. case of the seal 
hunter being "hoist with his own pe- 
tard."—Washington Post.
